The Nebraska Department of Roads (NDOR) will 
hold a public information open house regarding a 
proposed improvement of Nebraska Link 80E (L-80E) 
in Seward County.  The meeting will be held at the 
Beaver Crossing City Hall, 800 Dimery Ave., in 
Beaver Crossing, on Tuesday, November 18th,  
4:00 – 6:00 P.M.   

Identified as Blue River Bridge, Beaver Crossing, 
the proposed project would redeck and widen the 
Blue River Bridge located over the West Fork Big 
Blue River on L-80E in Seward County, 0.35 miles 
south of the town of Beaver Crossing. 

The purpose of this project is to preserve the L-80E 
transportation asset, improve the reliability of the 
transportation system, and perpetuate the mobility of 
the traveling public.  The need for this project is 
based on the condition of the bridge.  

The planned construction would include deck 
replacement and widening of the existing bridge, 
repairs at the abutments, and adding approaches.  
Additional work would include guardrail and girder 
improvements.   

This project would not require the acquisition of 
additional property rights.  Access to adjacent 
properties would be maintained during construction 
but may be limited at times due to phasing 
requirements.  Wetland impacts are anticipated and 
would be mitigated. 

Construction could begin as early as spring of 2016 
and be complete as early as fall the same year.  The 
proposed project would require detouring L-80E 
traffic; a designated detour would be provided, 
utilizing U.S. Highway 6 (US-6), Nebraska 
Highway	
  15 (N-15) and Interstate 80 (I-80). Details 
will be available at the public meeting. 

This public open house meeting is being held to 
provide information regarding the project, currently in 
the design phase, and to receive the public’s input.  
All interested persons are invited to attend and present 
relevant comments and questions.  Design information 
will be displayed and personnel from NDOR will be 
present to answer questions and receive comments.  
The information “open house” format allows the 
public to come at any time during the advertised 
hours, gather pertinent information about the project, 
speak one-on-one with project personnel, and leave as 
they wish.
